GILLETTE URGED GIAl 
TO TELE HER PARENTS 


He Says She Wept and Declared 
She Could Not Tell, and. Then 
Jeaped Into the Waters 
of the Lake. 


Herkimer, N. Y., November 28.—With 
heavy head and unsteady gait and with 
eyes that were bleared and weeping. 
Chester E,. Gillette ‘presentd @ spcta- 
cl of physical and mental exhaustion 
when he stepped from the witness box 
at 6 o’clock tonight. He was the star 
witness in his own behalf on the 
charge of having murdered his sweet- 
Heart, Grace Brown. Gillette today 
went through one of the most trying 
ordeals that a witness ever experi- 
énced. Surrounded by an almost inex- 
haustible mass of circumstantial evi- 
dence that seemed to point to his guilt, 
he took the stand in his oWn behalf 
and for nearly seven hours, strove to 
bear up under the/strain of cross-ex- 
amimmation and to describe to the jury

NEW SCHEDULE MEANS 
EXTRA TRAIN EACH WAY 


Officially Announced That Fourteen 
New Divisions Will Be Made Jan- 
uary 1 Looking to Bettering 
of the Present Passenger 
Train Service. 


Beginning either Sunday, - December - 9, 
or Sunday, December 16, the . Southern 
railway will place in operation a new 
train each way between Atlanta and 
Washington daily. This statement wae 
meade officially yesterday by one of the 
highest officers of the road. The pur- 


‘ pose of this new train is to lighten the 


present heavy passenger traffic between 
the metropolis of the south and the Cap- 


itol City, where direct connections will 
be made to New York city. 
Other plans definitely settled upon 


were officially announced for the first of 
the coming year, and it is evident that 


the .pregent operating department will 
et. _n an entirely new arrangement 
with she correction of present condt- 


tions and the making of schedule time 
as the direct mission of this new change. 
Included in this new arrangement will 
be the convertin gof the Southern rail- 
way with its present trackage ef more 
than 6,800 miles, into 27 divisions in 
place of the !3 divisions as at present. 
With the first of the year, superintend- 
ents will be appointed for each and ev- 
ery one of these divisions,.and cach of 
these superintendents will be in absojute 
control and entirely responsible for the 
conditions existing on his division. — 

It is believed: that by the shortening 
up of these divisions, the making of two 
divisions where-there‘is now but one, will 


enable every. supérintendent to get over- 
bie-aibtineudiietitioniat least twice a week,. 


be conversant with every portion of his 
division as to construction, traffic- and 
other conditions. The appointing of: these 
twenty-seven superintendents will be 
looked forward to with the greatest in- 
terest in railroad circies throughout the 
south, 


New Train for Washington. 
Two new trains will be established on 


the Southern railway between Atlanta 
and New York, one, each way, to be . 
known .as trains Nos. 43 and 44. Train 
No. 43 will carry the mail now hauled — 
Dy No. 37 and will leave Wash- 
ington at Ii p. m., fifteen minutes 


behind No. 37, which will continue toe 
leave Washington at 11:15 p. m., as @t 
present. This train, No. 43, will arrive 
in Atlarta at 4:10 p. m. and will con- 
tinue on to Birfningham, doing @way 
with train No. 37, between Atlanta ana 
Birmingham. This will mean an abso- 
lutely new train between Washington 
and Atlanta, as 37 will continue as at

St. Louls, Mo, November 28.—The 
Lighthouse hotel, a three-story structure, 
on the northwest corner of Ninth and 
Market streets, utilized as a Salvation 
Army barracks, was damaged by fire 
early today, when probably 500 homeless 
men were lodged within it. 

Six persons lost their lives and prob- 
ably thirty-five were injured, some not 
being expected to live.

Crutchfield’s Statement. 

Crutchfiel@* next took the stand in his 
own behalf, betraying some nervousness 
at first, which soon wore away.

He said in substance: 

“T was.married to Sallie ceudette in 
Columbia, 8. C., December 18, 1892. She 
was 17 years old and I was 23. It 
wouldn’t become me to bring up things 
against my wife, who for six or seven 
years was a § 0% and dutiful wife. I 
lost my position because of my marriage 
to her, but I stuek to her, gave her 
everything I could, and finally, seven 
years ago, we came to Atlanta to live. 

“In Atlanta I made more money and 
I lavished on my wife everything |! could 
give her—fine dresses, trips about to the 
various cities, where we stopped at the 
best hotels, and everything she wanted. 
Then our troubles began. My wife was 
thrown with certain women of question- 
able character, and my suspicions were 
aroused by going home one night and 
finding a note signed ‘Walter and Jack,’ 
saying that they, with a woman known 
as Marguerite would come to have some 
music, I raised no trouble about. this, 
simply opening the door and putting her 
in the yard. In Columbia a woman told 
me while sitting at the hotel table that 
she had caught on to my wife; 
knew about her going to the Kimball 
house with Jack Scott. I then deter- 
mined to find out who Jack Scott was 
and who the Walter in the note was. I 
purchased a newspaper and- read in. it 
that Jack Scott had been killed in New 
York, so I thought no more about him. 

“I finally found that ‘Walter’ was Wai- 
7¢> Smart, and that he had boasted that 
he had taken my wife to questionable 
piaces. I hunted him uo and asked him 
about it, and he denied that he had mate 
any such remarks; said that he was orunk 
if he had said any such thing. 

“Tt took my wife to New Orleans and 
registered ‘J. H, Crutchfleld-and wife’ a* 
the St. Charles hotel. “The clerk said: 

“Why, that woman is not your wife. 
vrew her in Atlanta.’ ”’ 

‘IT cursed the man out, and had I been 
armed would have run him out. 

‘My wife got to going to the homes of 
w men ‘who were of questionable reputi- 
ton, and woulg often remain away from 
Feome as long as ten days at a time. 
Many a time I would take my two boys 
at night and hunt from one boarding 
house to another in quest of her. 

**All this led to unhappiness. The police 
tohd me my little boys were being ieft 
at home alone and unprotected. Finally, 
at dinner one day, my wife said: 

‘tT am going to leave you; I have a 
pretty face, and I am going to drag your 
name ang that of your children througn 
the dust of Atlanta.’ 

She filed a divorce suit against me and 
left me. -My boys continued to come to 
see me. 

“Two weeks before the shooting/ I went 
to the house she was living in, and went 
upstairs ostensibly for the purpose of 
getting some papers in the boy’s trunk, 
but really to make up with my wite. 
They drove me out, and told me that 
the men there had guns for nie. 

“The afternoon of the shooting I lett 
my office at 5:30 o'clock and waiked to 
the corner of ‘South Pryor and Alice 
streets to see my wife. L took my gun 
because J had heen told that the men 
there had guns for me. When Ching 
and my wife came across the pavement 
I thought at first he was Smart, but dis- 
covered it was not. 

“I spoke pleasantly to my wife, saying, 
‘Is that you, Sallie?’ 

‘In a moment. she seized the barrel 0!

committee of Brownsville recently rée- 
quested General A. B. Nettleton, of Chi- 
cago, former assistant secretary*of thé 
treasury, now here on business, to, make, 
in ‘his own way, a thorough and disinter- 
‘estéd investigation of the Brownsville 
tragedy of August 13, and report. his 
conclusions. 

General Nettleton has embodied his find- 
ings in a letter to the secretary of war. 
He says in: part: é 

“As a citizen of Illinois, as anti-slavery 
advocate when that phrase had a mean- 
ing, and as a lifelong republican, who 
served in the union army throughout 
the civil war, I shall at least not'be sus- 


| pected. of prejudice against men or color 


as such. 

“T feel sure that only carefully dissem- 
inated misinformation as to the facts 
can account for the’ present grass mis- 
apprehension on the part of many per- 
sons:.and journals, 

“Without rehearsing details I wish to 
assure you that this absolutely unpreju- 
diced investigation, made after local ex- 
citement has subsided, confirms in every 
particular the conclusions reached' by the 
two army officers seht here by the war 
department, on the strength of which the 
president took his action, as well as the 


avery clear and temperate statement puo- 


lished immediately after the tragedy by 
Chairman Kelley, of the Brownaville citi- 
zens’ committee. 
Damning Indictment. 
“That statement probably constitutes 
the most conclusive and damning indict- 
ment ever found against soldiers of any 


‘race wearing the uniform and wielding 


the weapons of a civilizeg government.”’

Under the administration. of Chancel- 
lor Hill the state wniversity, carrying ogt 
somewhat the origina) idé@a, undertoonk 
the work of systematizing, organizing 
and correlating the high schools witn 
the state common schools ang the higher 
institutions, 

Thro ite high sclioo! handbook, it is 
attempted to define the high school years 
as consisting of the three or fOur years 
above the seven years’ course in the 
common schools. Work below the eighth 
grade would not be called the high school 
and work below the eleventh year would 
not be called the college. In tis Nand- 
book unit courses in each of the high 
schools subjects were outlined and sug- 
gestions given as to methods of instruc- 
tion, reference libraries, laboratory eatiip- 
ment, programs and teaching force. 

Enrichment of the curriculum in Eng- 
lish, history, sciences and the industrial 
arts was urged. Schools giving three 
years of high school work above the 
seventh grade and having certain stand- 
ards as to teaching force and number 
of classes to the teacher and to the pu- 
pil, when approved after inspection, were 
granted “accredited relations’’ with the 
university. Other institutions were asked 
to adopt the system and accept students 
from these accredited schools on certifi- 
cate without examination. 

The schools are given credit in each 
subject, the list of schools and the sub- 
jects in which credit is given being print- 
ed in the bulletin of the university. 

The Tist of accredited schools has grown 
from about thirty In 1904 to eighty-two 
in 1906.

will be perfettly articulated with the 
high schools. Nearly all of the colleges 
have adopted our accredited system and 
the others will doubtless do so when they 
fully appreciate its value to the school, 
the college and the student. 

As a result of this effort, so heartily 


aided by the high school men, there has 


been a.distinct gain in lessening the num- 
ber of classes per day for teacher and 
pupil and a corresponding - lengthening 
of the recitation period. The teaching 
has been improved also by the introduc- 
tion in over fifty schools of the depart- 
mental system, thereby securing a 
specialist to teach the given subjects. 
The library and the laboratory  equip- 
ment for teaching physics, chemistry and 
botany has been added in a number of 
schools. We hope the time. will soon 
come when no school will undertake the 
study of the sciences. without a labora- 
tory. Manual training, shop work, do- 
mestic science and agriculture are find- 
ing a place in a number of our schools, 
The curriculum is being. more closely re- 
lated to life. The time is rapidly pass- 
ing when a high-school teacher will 
teach twenty classes a day and the high 
school student attempt to study eight or 
ten lessons. The schools are adopting a 

certain number of. required studies or 
“constants” and allowing election in 
others, thereby adopting the school to 
the needs of all, while securing well 
rounded development. . The iron-clad 
course is doomed in the high school and
